Mayor Reade cannot be accused of 
timidity in dealing with the City Coun- 
cil. To employ a somewhat overworked 
expression, he has the courage of his 
convictions. Making up his mind that 
a thing ought to be done, he does it; 
and vice versa. He has had some 
pretty spirited scraps with the Council, 
and worsted them in every encounter 
Because he was always right, and ther 
were always wrong. 

A majority of the Council and a 
minority of the Boerd of Public Works 
have been dead set against building the 
new schoolhouse. They have resorted 
to all sorts of questionable methods to 
block it. Their last move was the 
passage of an order forbidding the 
City Treasurer selling the schoolhouse 
bonds, or paying out money for its 
construction. 

At a special meeting of the Council 
last week the Mayor vetoed that order, 
and gave reasons for it that can’t be 


fazed. The legal points he made 
against the order were sound to the 
core. They can’t be got around or 
demolished. 

But that wasn’t all. The Mayor 


dealt a stinging blow to the Council on 
their assumption of powers that lon't 
belong to them. He gave them to 
understand, right then and there, and 
in terms not to be misunderstood, that 
the Mayor is Chief Executive of this 
city, and that their officious meddling 
with his prerogatives was not relished, 
and would not be put up with. He 
gave them a square blow between the 
eyes. 

And Mayor Reade and his latest 
veto are everlastingly right.

.e Daniel March, D. D., Pastor 
Emeritus of the First Congregational 
chureh of this city, is 89 years old 
today, having first seen the light of day 
at Millbury, Mass., on July 21, 1816. 
The following brief sketch of the 
Doctor’s public career is taken from a 
Boston paper's account of the celebra- 
tion of the 87th anniversary of his 
birthday, two years ago, and is prob- 
ably somewheres vear correct: Dr. 
March entered Yale College in 1884, 
graduating in 1840. For a period of 
three years he was Principal of the 
Fairview Academy in Conneeticut. 
After a course io the Yale Theological 
School he was ordained pastor of the 
Congregational church in Cheshire, 
Ct., April 25, 1845 
pastorate in Nashua, N. H., and 
came to Woburn in October, 1856, as 
pastor of the First Congregational 
chureh. In 1862 he accepted a call to 
a church in Philadelphia. Returning 
to Woburn in 1877, he remained till 
1894, when he resigned the pastorate 
of First church. Dr, March has 
crossed the Atlantic seven times and 
has toured the world. He has published 
eight volumes, besides many sermons 
and addresses. His many friends in 
this city are congratulatiog him today,

success, soapsuds made of old fashioned 
soft soap, several years, for the destruc- 
tion of tent caterpillars and currant 
worms, says the Somersworth (N. H.) 
Free Press, |ately experimented with 
the wash on the gypsy and browntail 
moths with some gratifying results. 
It. no instance was the caterpillar seen 
to move after being hit by the soap- 
suds, but in every case it soon dried up 
and blew away. Soft soap is the 
product of strong ash lye and grease ; 
is inexpensive; aud use of the suds is 
not dangerous, as in case of paris 
green, and some other alleged moth 
exterminators. Mr. Clark’s success 
with the suds leads him to hope that 
others afflicted with the gypsy and 
brownotail will try his remedy, and 
report to him the results of their experi- 
ments. 


3 Now we are to know all about 
the gypsy and browntail moth. Last 
week the Medford Mercury began a 
series of illustrated editorial articles on 
these pests of humanity ‘*for the pur- 
pose of maintaining au educational 
campaign” for their destruction, which 
cannot but prove of intense interest to 
a suffering people. Whole broadsides 
of pictures of ‘*horrible examples” 
were produced by the Mercury, which 
were explained by expert remarks that 
read like novels, only more so, if uny- 
thing We have no doubt at all but 
that the articles will make an end of 
the moths and the trouble they cause 
wherever they are read and the pictures 
seen.

The book ts 
claimed to be the one which ina silver 
cover was curried into battle by the 
O'Donnells during more than a thou 
sand years and may be seen at the 
Royal Irish academy today.—London

langes of stars mark out on the heay 
ens, there {s no room left for doubt 
that the mind Is not being led away by 
a tendency of the Imagination similar 
to that which finds faces in the fire or 
fees a man carrying sticks on the face 
of the moon, 

If it Is proved that n group of stars 
is arranged In line or marshaled In any 
order it would follow that the Individ 
uals of the group must be actually as 
well as apparently close to one anoth 
er and that they form some kind of 
system, having all of them had o com 
mon origin of been subject to some 
common influence. What these streams 
and curves of stars mean and what 
forces have marshaled them In lines 
form one of the grandest problems of 
the future, one that I trust I may lve 
to see unraveled,

Josiah was one of the few 
right in the sight of the Lord and real 
ized a fulfillment of Il Chron, xvi, 9 
He was one of seven in the Seriptures 
who were named before thelr birth by 
Itim who knoweth all things and de 
clareth the end from the beginning. 
Nearly 800 years before his birth he 
was named by God as one who on cer 
tain altars would burn men’s bones, 
and he did. Compare I Kings xiii, 2, 
and Il Kings xxill, 16. Hezekiah ex 
celled all others in the matter of “trust 
ing In the Lord,” but Josiah excelled in 
“turning to the Lord” (11 Kings xvill, 
5; xxiii, 25). To do right in the sight of 
the Lord without turning to the right 
hand or to the left and to please dim 
in all things is an attainment to which 
only one perfectly reached, but by His 
grace all believers might come much 
nearer to it if they desired it as muel 
as Elisha desired that which he sought 
through Elijah the day that they were 
parted by a whirlwind, 

Josiah began by getting hiniself right 
with God, for In his sixteenth year he 
sought the God of David, his father, 
evidently with the whole heartedness of 
Jer, xxix, 13. Paul's advice to Timothy 
was to first take heed to himself (1 
Tim. iv, 16), and our Lord taught us 
that if we would get the motes out of 
other people’s eyes we must first get 
the beam out of our own eye (Matt. vil, 
5). The first thing for each individual 
is a right relationship to God, and this 
ean be obtained only by receiving ILis 
Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, and in iim 
the forgiveness of all our und a 
righteousness which makes us accepted 
In Him and gives us the standing of 
children and heirs of God and Joint 
heirs with Jesus Christ (John i, 12; 
Eph. i, 6, 7; Rom, yill, 16, 17). This be 
ing established and we assured of it by 
the Spirit through the word, we are 
then as ambassadors of Christ author 
ized to move forward on behalf of the 
Interests of His kingdom, 

When Josiah was twenty, or in the 
twelfth year of his reign, he, being 
himself purified, began to purge Judah 
and Jerusalem from her idols and idol 
atry, doubtless remembering and obey 
ing the Lord’s words at the founding 
of the nation, “I am the Lord thy 
* * * thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore Me.” When an Individual or a na 
tion has heard and seen Jehovah idols 
are no longer tolerated (los, xiv, 8) 
In If Kings xxill, 1-14, there is a more 
full account of the cleansing of the 
land, and there we learn that it was 
preceded by Jostah’s reading to the eld 
ers and to the people all the words of 
the book of the covenant which was 
found in the house of the Lord. It Is 
the word of God thut sanctifies and 
cleanses (John xyil, 17; Eph. v, 26; Ps. 
exix, 11). 

The burning of the bones of men up 
on the altars (verse 5) is more fully de 
scribed in II Kings xxiii, 15-18, and 
when compared with the prophecy ut 
tered nearly 300 years before, referred 
to earlier In this lesson, cannot but 
be reminded of such words as Isa, xiv, 
24; xivi, 10; Ps, xxxill, 10, 11. To know 
the purpose of God, “the eternal pur 
pose which He purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (Eph. iff, 11), and to 
live in that purpose is the greatest of

NOWELL IS OUT. 


The decision of Charles H. Nowell 
of Reading, not to be a candidate again 
for the Honse means the exit of a par- 
ticularly able and brilliant man. Nowell 
was one of the most powerful non-talk 
ing members of the Legislature. His 
nod was worth half a dozen speeches of 
other men, and on the Committee on 
Banks and Banking be was nearly su- 
preme. He was a man who could not 
be moved by ordinary log-rolling 
methods, as the promoters found many 
times when they approached him — 
Practical Politics. 

We are satisfied that Republican 
sentiment in this District is decidedly 
averse to the retirement of Representa- 
tive Nowell this year. He has served 
three terms, or will have done so at the 
termination of the present one, and bas 
performed his work so well, represented 
his constituency so ably and faithfully, 
aod by his high standing in the House, 
reflected so much credit on the District, 
that there exists a general desire that 
he should accept another election. 


WOBURN’S POPULATION. 


Chief Pidgin’s report of the State 
Census of 1905 gives Woburn a popu 
lation of 14,401, a gain of 223 over 
1895, and 149 over the Federal Census 
of 1900. 

Although the gain is small the report 
is highly gratifying. Shrinkage in the 
leather business and other causes had 
led to the general belief among careful 
observers that there would be a ma- 
terial falling off, and now to be in- 
formed that our population had actually 
increased in the last 10 years, makes 
people feel better. 


NO AGREEMENT YET,

He was informed by City Treasurer 
Buck that the money for highway 
purposes was running sbort and a halt 
must be called. Investigation disclosed 
a condition of finances that demanded 
immediate retrenchment, and, appreci- 
ating his duty to the public, the Mayor 
ordered a material reduction of ex- 
penses in the Highway Department 
There was no other course for him to 
take consistent with a proper regard 
for the interests of those who have 
to furnish money to run the city 
machinery. As was to be expected, 
the discharged laborers are mad, and 
threaten retaliation; but by simply 
doing his duty the Mayor saves the city 
more than $1000 a week, where such 
saving is absolutely necessary, and his 
action io the premises should be com- 
mended rather than condemned.

PEACE. 

The Japanese and Russian 
Envoys came to an agreement at 
Kittery Navy Yard on Tuesday noon, 
August 29, 1905, and declared peace 
between the two nations. The sudden 
settiement of the questions in contro- 
versy was a surprise to the whole 
world. 

It was the result of a splendid diplo- 
matic coup by the Japan plenipoten- 
taries which knocked M. Witte and 
his associates off their base, They were 
not looking for it. 

The success of the peace negotiations 
and a happy termination of the great 


Eastero war, was due wholly to the} 


efforts of President Roosevelt, and all 
the nations of the earth are praising 
him for it. It places him at the head 
and front of national rulers, and 
United States first among the govern- 
ments. He did a magnificent work—a 
work that po other man in any country 
aould have performed. 

In the settlement Japan got all she 
went to war for, and more, and Russia 
escaped further loss of lives, money, 
prestige and humiliation. 

M. Witte, at first, claimed the settle- 


ment as a diplomatic victory for Russia, 


but failed to establish the claim; the 
public saw that Japan won the game; 
and a place among the great powers of 
the world. Russia has loat ber place 
as a firstclass military and naval power ; 
she was beaten in every land 
and her navy annibilated. 

The whole civilized world, 
Russia, are honoring Japan for 
magnanimity shown to her foe; her 
fairness, honest deal, sincere efforts for 
peace, and modesty with which she 
accepts the great prizes won in 
peace negotiations.

SEA GIRT, J. Aug. 28—Masasachu 
setts has drawn first blood at the 
National Rifle competition here. Privat« 
James Durward Jr. of Co, G, Sth In 
fantry, whose home isin Woburn, made 
the best grand aggregate score in the 
individual competition and also won 
the gold medal and $20 for the highest 
score in the two skirmish runs. It was 
a magnificent vietory and tonight not 
only are the Massachusetts marksmen 
celebrating the victory but the teams 
from the whole of New England are 
painting the camp red. All the teama 
came over to the Massachusetts men’s 
quarters to congratulate the winner and 
Col. Charities Cote Jr, who wears a smile 
that will never come olf 

When it is considered that 
Durward has wrested this prize from 
oo7 of the. pieked shots of the U.S 
Army and Navy, teams from Weat Point, 
Annapolis and every part of the United 
States and her possessions, it is indeed 
aA great honor, and it is a just reward 
for one of the most painstaking mem 
bers of the National Guard 

Daurward’s prize was not won by a 
fluke, but by steady shooting at all the 
ranues. His totals at the various ranges 
was: At 200, 300, 000 and 600 yards, slow 
fire, 176; at 200 and 500 yards, rapid fire, 
80; two skirmishing rans, 174, making a 
grand total at all ranges of 430, out of a 
possible 500. Durward won by reason of 
his extraordinary work in the skirmish 
runs. He made 83 on one run and 91 on 
the other, each out of a possible 100

In 1900 these 29 
cities and town had increased their 
population over that of 1895 by 76.427 ; 
but in 1905 the increase over 1900 was 
but 63,143. In 1905, as compared 
with 1895, the increase was 139.570" 

‘‘Boston’s population in 1905 is 
593,598, an increase over 1895 of 
96,678. The population of the 33 
cities of the State in 1905 is 2. Micha 
an increase in 10 years of 372,768. 

The population of the State | in 1905 
is 2,998,958, as against 2,500,183 in 
1895, a gain of 498,775. 

Chief Pidgin’s sheet of tables and 
comments is valuable and handy to 
have for ready reference. 


GUILD AND DRAPER. 


Some things occurred in Boston the 
other day that point unerringly to the 
nomination of Eben S. Draper at the 
Republican State convention for Lieu 
tenant Governor, and that, too, with 
httle, or no, opposition. 

The nomination of Curtis Guild, Jr., 
for Governor is a fixed fact, and his 
election will follow in November as 
sure as fate. 

It looks as thongh Hall’s campaign 
for the second place on the Republican 
ticket had about petered out, and as to 
Col. Goetting he can hardly be con- 
sidered as ever having been ‘tin the 
swim,” 

Hall lost his chance for promotion 
when he broke away from the Republi- 
can Party and cast his lot with Eugene 
N. Foss et als. on the Reciprocity 
craze. 


SIGNED. 


Amid the booming of cannon, ring- 
ing of bells, screech of factory whistles, 
and hurrahs of the people at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., the Japanese-Russian 
peace articles were formally and offi- 
cially signed by the Plenipotentiaries of 
those countries at the Kittery Navy 
Yard at 3.47 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, Sept. 5, 1905. 

The epoch marking ceremonies which 
ended the greatest war of modern times, 
brought permanent peace to Japan and 
Russia, and were freighted with such 
momentous consequences tor the whole 
world, were performed without fuss or 
feathers ; the signatures of the Envoys 
were unostentatiously affixed; a purely 
business air prevailed; and the trick 
was done. 


FOSS DID IT. 

Hon. Eugene N. Foss, champion of 
Henry M. Whitney's Canadian Reci 
procity scheme, got his sub-committee 
of the Boston Chamber of Committee 
of 100 together last Tuesday and com- 
pelled them to join with him in pledg- 
ing the Riciprocity vote (if any) in the 
Republican State convention on Oct. 6 
next, to Fred S. Hall of Taunton for 
the Lieutenant nomination. 
They, also, voted to give the vote of 
the faction to Curtis Guild, Jr., for 
Governor; which latter step raises a 
doubt as to whether, or not, Guild is 
**sound on the goose.”

( The State census of 1905 shows 
that the population of Boston falls 
slightly short of 600,000, which is a 
disappointment to Bostonians, but 
ought not to be. There are various 
reasons to account for the slow growth 
of Boston, one of which is that, terri- 
torially, it is unable to accommodate a 
large population, and as its business 
inereases, as it is doing by long strides, 
it will become more crowded, and com- 
pel its people to establish homes out- 
side of the city proper. But Boston's 
lack of large increase in permanent 
residents is more than made up by the 
growth of surrounding towns and cities. 
Within 10 miles of the State House, or 
over about one half of the area covered 
by Chicago, there are almost 1,125,000 
inhabitants, and all within sight of the 
‘Gilded Dome.” ‘These towns and 
cities are, to all intents and purposes, 
other than in local government, a part 
of Boston, and, except by the census 
takers, are reckoned as a share of the 
population of the Hub. Looked at 
from this point of view, Boston 
growing rapidly.

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THE SENSE OF BEAUTY. 


Cultivate It by Observing the Sky 
and the Landscape. 

The oldest and rendiest means of cul- 
tivating the sense of beauty is habitual 
observation of the heavens, for which 
the only things needed are the open 
sight of the sky and the observing eye. 
The heavens are always declaning “the 
glory of God.” The noblest poetry of 
all nations celebrates the majesty and 
eplendor of the aky. Psalmist, prophet 
and artist draw thence their loftiest 
teachings. Sun, moon and stars, sun- 
fet and sunrise, clouds tossed and torn 
by wind, floating or driving mists and 
fogs, snow, rain and the clear blue are 
all phenomena of the sky which will 
afford endless delights to him who 
watches them. The dweller on the 
prairie or the sea bas the best chance 
at the sky, and the dweller In narrow 
streets, hemmed in by tall bulldings, 
has the worst. This obstruction of the 
sight of the sky Is one of the grave 
evils which beset a modern urban pop 
ulation. City people run about at the 
bottom of deep ditches and often can 
see only a narrow strip of the heavens 
Fortunately the loftiest structures rear 
ed by men are not so high but that a 
moderate open area in the midst of a 
closely built city will give a prospect 
of large sections of the heavens. This 
Is one of the great things gained for an 
urban population by accessible open 
aprees, such as parks, commons, 
marshes and reaches or ponds of wa 
ter,

ty comes observation of the landscape.

truoks and branches while farmers and 
others are picking the fall crop of 
apples. Mr. Kirkland suggests that it 
would be wise for all property owners 
in the infested district to send to him 
for a Bulletin on the gypsy moth, by 
which they may learn the appearance 
of the gypsy moth egg-clusters. These 
clusters are easily destroyed by soaking 
them with creosote and Mr. Kirkland 
says that, if the pest is to be suppressed, 
it is highly important that every owner 
of fruit trees should take the necessary 
precautions to prevent scattering of the 
moth eggs. A few ounces of creosote 
will destroy millions of eggs, aud the 
important thing now is to have the 
right work done in the right way.

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RULES FOR CYCLISTS. 


Quaint Regutations That Are 
forced In Foretan Lands. 


In some foreign countries and cities 
there are rules and regulations for wo 
men cyclists which are decidedly 
quaint, according to the American way 
of thinking. 

Russian women not allowed to 
own cycles except by royal permission, 
and it is sparingly given. In fact, un 
til comparatively lately, there have 
been but few Russian wheelwomen, 
and the majority of these belonged to 
the royal family. 

In France women cyclists are plenti 
ful, but a curious law existe which 
prevents a married woman Joining a 
touring club un'ess she can present a 
signed declaration from her husband 
that he is willing that she should do go, 

In Germany women cyclists are 
obliged to pass an examination before 
the city police showing that they have 
perfect control of their bicycles before 
they can obtain permission to ride in 
the streets, and they must carry with 
them their license on their cycles. 

In Vienna no wheelwoman ts allow- 
ed to take her hands from the handle 
bars while riding In the streets, and In 
Florence the fair cyclist is compelled 
to carry two bells on her machine to 
warn pedestrians of her vicinity. 

These rules are all for the special 
benefit of women and do not apply to 
men, who doubtless are considered 
more capable of controlling the va- 
garies of the giddy wheel.—New York 
American.

It Was Invented by the Greeks When 
Papyrus Was Scurce, 

There Is that papyrus 
was grown for commercial purposes 
outside of Egypt during the whole 
Roman period, and the tndustry of its 
growth and manufacture must 
been a large and profitable one. In 
the time of Tiberius a sedition was 
nearly caused by a scarcity of paper, 
and a rebellious paper maker, in the 
days of Aurelian, boasted that he could 
equip an army from the profits of his 
business—and did It too 

Parchment was Invented by the 
Greeks when papyrus was scarce, and 
the middle ages reinvented It. There 
is evidence that linen rags were used 
{n paper making as early as the elghth 
and ninth centuries. In paper of that 
period the fiber was chiefly linen, with 
traces of cotton, hemp and other fibers 
The known specimens are of oriental 
origin and appear to have been clayed, 
Ike modern papers, the material used 
being a starch paste manufactured 
from wheat. 

The oidest manuscript written 
cotton paper In England is tn the Brit 
ish museum and dates from 1049 A, D., 
and the oldest on the same matertal in 
the Paris National library ts dated 
1050, In 1085 the Christian successors 
of the Spanish Saracens made paper 
of rags instead of raw cotton, which 
had been formerly employed

THE FLUTED COLUMN. 


Why the Greeks: kdopted This Form 


In Their Architecture. 


The Greeks observed that a smooth 
column melted in the light and that its 
lines were vague and uncertain, writes 
Jean Schoepfer in the Architectural 
Record Magazine. In order to restore 
its definiteness they conceived the idea 
of fluting it. The sharp ridges of the 
flutings, catching the light, contrasted 
with the dark hollows, thus giving 
body to the column and emphasizing 
the vertical outline of the edifice, 


whence a double advantage, This dis 


covery could never have been made on 


paper. 


Then, as the abacus of the capital 
easts a shadow upon the top of the 


column, the junction of capital and col 


umn becomes indistinet. To restore the 
necessary effect the Greek cuts several 
deep lines at the point of junction, and 
to emphasize them he paints them In a 
dark tone, Even the curve of the cir- 
cular torus carrying the abacus is so 
designed that the bright light, striking 
upon the relief, shall fade into a shaded 
half tint toward the hollow. ‘Thus, as 
Viollet le Duc truly says, the Greek 
preserves even in appearance the forms 
which his reason tells him to adopt as
